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SLAVES IN AFRICA. 


past Nyangwe to the Upper 
Sankuru five. hundred miles, and for a 
breadth of seventy-five miles hardly a na 
tive has been left to tell of the awful in- 
vasion. 

It was in the western part of this district 
that Lieutenant Wissmann in 1882 visited a 
Bene Ki town, whose single street extended 
for ten miles, whose huts were twenty fe 
high and surrounded by neat court yards. 
whose men toiled in the fields behind the 
houses, while all the inhabitants bade the 
stranger welcome, and about five thousand 
of them visited his camp that evening. Two 
years ago Wissmann passed again through 
tnat place. There was nothing left of the 
happy bomesteads. In the tall grass that 
choked the ‘long street were found many 
charred poles and blackened skulls. The 
hordes of Tippu Tib within six months had 


The powerful tribe of Bene Ki had ceased tw 
exist, and only a few mdividuals had 
escaped south to Zappu Zapp, a chief wao 
— 60 himself a refugee from Arab aggres- 
sion. 1 

Along three hundred miles of the Congo 
between Nyangwe and Stanley Falls, the 
Arabs, according to Gleerup and Lenz, have 
depopulated about fifteen thousand square 
miles of territory. The numerous tribes 
whom Stanley first saw have become slaves 
or in greatly depleted. numbers wander 
through the foresta far from the river. 
About two thousand square miles of the 
rolling prairie west of Tippu Tib’s home at 
Kasongo have been utterly drained of their 
people. About twenty thousand square 
miles on the Western headwaters of the 
Congo are no longer a profitable field. for 
slave-hunting. In the very region where 
Livingstone died and where his heart was 
buried, extending southeast from Lake 
Banweolo and embracing about fifteen 
thousand square miles, the Arabs, we are 
told by Giraud, have completely ravaged 
the country. And from all these centers of 
devastation the paths of the destroyers 
leading to slave marts and shipping points 
may be traced by the bones of the victims 
who fall by the way. 

It can not be possible that the civilized 
world will much longer permit this colossal 
crime of the century to add its murderous 
results without taking earnest measures to 
put @ stop to it.

It discloses one of the weaknesses of some 
gamblers,who are notoriously addicted to 
hoodoos, talismans, lucky trinkets and the 
like. Itis impossible to get these supersti- 
tious players to sit at a game of cards with- 
out a lucky silver piece on the table, a 
knife blade turned toward the jack pot, a 
handkerchief tied around their left leg, a 
bent toothpick alongside their pile of chips 
or some of the other multitudinous “lucky” 
devices for wooing the smiles of fortune 
brought into play on the cards. It is some- 
thing decidedly new, however, for any one 
to place 60 high a value as 1100 on a talis- 
man, and a New York Sun reporter strove 


‘to find out whether the alleged “hoodoo” 


was worth as much as that, and whether 
there was any thing substantial about its 
alleged lueky influence. 

The advertisement was shown to Al Smith, 
who has set at games at which all sorts of 
talismans have been brought to bear on the 


game.

But I am digressing. I found Mr. 


Fernow well posted on tree culture in 
Colorado, and learned that the follow- 
ing varieties of trees have found 
to thrive well there when plauted un- 
der proper conditions: Soft or silver 
maple, boxelder or ash leaved maple, 
white elm, red elm, white ash, black 
walnut, butternut, American chestnut, 
black and yellow locust, honey locust, 
American linden or bass-wood, black 
cher.y, black birch, red oak, pin oak, 
black alder, Russian mulberry, moun- 
tain ash and willows. Other varieties 
have been tried there, but they proved 
unsuccessful, owing to the nature of 
foliage that seems to be unable to en- 
du.e che hot sun and dry atmosphere. 
He advises Nevadans, when ordering 
new varieties of trees, to send their 
ovde:3 to Colorado, where the condi- 
tions aie similar, rather than to Eas- 
tern States or to California. 

I have before me a pamphlet on the 
climate of Colorado, and its eifect on 
trees, an extract from which may be 
of interest in this connection to some 
of your readers: 

Nowhere are trees more needed 
than in this State, and nowhere should 
mos efforts be made to obtain them. 
They should de planted on the plains, 
for shelter, and to hold the little mois- 
ture that falls. ‘They should be plant- 
ed on the mountains, to store up the 
rain-iall and keep the streams full. 
They should be planted everywhere, 
to bring to this barren region their 
benedicial influences. 

With trees, as in all things, it is the 
first step that costs. Each growing 
tree tends to make its surroundings 
more adapted to its needs, and as trees 
are multiplied the climate must neces- 
saiily change. The currents of air 
will be checked and modified, prevent- 
ing the high winds, sudden changes, 
and great extremes of temperature.

The air being moister 
there will be more fogs and mists,
